He left Gen. Lyttleton in comand of the 
British forces in South Africa. 

An inspiring welcome awaits Lord Kitch- 
ener, one that has rarely, if ever, been 
equaled in the military history of the king- 
dom. 

Many honors have been planned for him, 
and it is probable that he will come in for 
an earldom at the coronation. 

He is pre-eminently the man of the hour 
and isidolized. in all portions of England. 

He is the man who really ended the 
war, and Lord Roberts is forgotten in the 
general Bry over his achievement.

CHICAGO, June 4.—A pitched battle oc- 
curred between a crowd of negroes im- 
ported from St. Louis to take places of 
striking teamsters anda body of strikers 
at Forty-fifth street and Ceter avenue to- 
day, in which six negroes were badly in- 
jured, two possibly mortally. 

The substitutes were driving wagons when 
they were assaulted. Many of their assail- 
ants were assembled with ice picks they 
had seized from ice wagons, and in the 


fight the negroes were badly lacerated by 
those weapons. 

One man had his thigh broken and an- 
other was injured internally. The im- 
ported negroes number about fifty.

The driver, after belaboring some of his 
assailants with a club, ran Bee the scene 
and when a patrol wagon full of police- 
men with a number of officers on foot ar- 
rived the crowd scattered. “ , 

At 9 o'clock an imposing caravan of 238 
loads of beef, interspersed with five "buses 
containing policemen, came out of the 
stock yards amid hoots and cries of de- 
rision from the crowd. It looked not un- 
like a well-guarded wagon train of some 
emall army. Of the wagons, 16 belonged 
to Swift & Co., three to Schwartzchild & 
Sulsberger, five to Nelson Morris & 
Co., four to Libby, McNeil & Libby, and 
one to the-Anglo-American Company. 

The large meat caravan reached the II- 
linois Central depot at Twelfth street at 
19 o'clock, acompanted by a constantly in- 
creasing crowd. During the unloading of 
meat at the depot the mob showed its ugly 
temper by throwing coal and bricks, but 
the police checked most demonstrations. 


Strikers Attack 
the Caravan. 

One of the most serfous riots broke out 
at Congress and State streets and Harrison 
and State streets. By some maneouver, the 
strikers’ succeeded in dividing the thirty- 


eight wagon caravan, (the second one to 
leave the yards to-day,) so that the front 
of it lay at Congress street on State; and 
the rear at Harrison. While the vanguard 
battled with a crowd which hurled broken 
bottles, stale eggs and other missiles, in- 
cluding spools of thred thrown by women 
sympathizers in the crowd, the rear guard 
was called upon to defend itself against a 
more serious attack. 

At this place the mob made a desperate 
assault upon the drivers, but was com- 
pelled to turn its attention to the police 
who came up on the run. Twice the blue 
coats hurled themselves against the in- 
furlated men, and twice they were rebuffed 
and crowded back.

A detachment of 73 men from the 
force of Gen. Torres, who is pursuing the 
Yaquis in the Mazgatan mountains, east of 
Hermosille, was ambushed and §® of the 


number killed. Capt. Celso Gomez and 
Lieut. Valejo of the Twentieth Battalion 
were among the siain. Only one escaped 
unhurt. 
Gen. Torres has retreated and sent out 
ecouts loyal to the poveremeas. Refugees 
arriving at Hermosillo report that every- 
where the Yaquis have taken the warpatn. 
Three stations on the Sonora Raliroad 
have been abandoned and the telegraph 
operators have left. Gen. Luis Torres, in 
command of the Mexican troeps, has been 
reinforced by his brother, Lorengo Torres, 
with 200 mounted men. it is estimated that 
there are one thousand Yagquis, well armed, 
assembled in the foothills of the Mazatan 
mountains. The Mexican forces are short 
of ammunition and arms and through the 
authorities at Nogales all available arms 
and ammunition at Tucson was orde 
shipped Monday. : 
e Yaguls captured twenty-five stands 
of arms in the ambuscade Sunday. Run- 
ners arriving at Hermossillo, report fearfu 
cruelties at the ambuscade, which occurr 
Sunday near Aguljito. As soon as the ex- 
pected reinforcements arrive, Gen. Torres 
will attack the Yaquis in the mountains, 
and a degisive battle is expected then.

Combine Will Include All 
Leading Companies of U.S. 


CAPITAL MAY BE $150,000,000 


NATIONAL AND ST. JOE COMPA- 
NIES ST. LOUIS ALLIES. 


Morton Trust Co. Interests, Thomas P. 
Ryan the Guggenheim Explora- 
tion Co., and Others Have 
Planned the Consolidation. 


News dispatches from New York an- 
nmounce the intended consolidation of all 
the important lead companies of the United 
States with a capital varying from $50,000,- 
000 to $150,000,000. 

The proposed combine is to include, it 
is said, the Joplin and St. Geneivieve lead 
fields of Missouri. 

In St. Louis the chief allies are the Na- 
tional and St. Joe Lead Company, which 
has branches in New York, Pennsylvania, 


Ohio, Illinois, Massachusetts, Kentucky 
and other states and comprises 26 plants. 

It is said that the Morton Trust Co. in- 
terests, Thomas F. Ryan, the Guggen- 
heim Exploration Co. and . others have 
planned the consolidation. 

It is not doubted, so financiers say that 
the National and Union Lead companies 
are engineering the deal, though no official 
confirmation can be secured. 

The new combination will be closely allied 
with the American Smelting and Refining 
Co., and is to control the entire lead out- 
put of the country. 

In.connection with the gossip concerning 
he consolidation the recent visit of Thos. 

Ryan to the Missouri lead fields is re- 
garded. as significant. 

Mr. Ryan is a heavy stockholder in the 
Union Lead and Oil Co., and the Guggen- 
@eim Exploration Co. The properties were 
to be taken over wf | a second corporation, 
which was to have been organized nearly a 
year ago. 

All but the 
Details Arranged. 

Formal papers of incorporation, it is 

stated, are all the necessary details inci- 
dent to the transfer, although as much had 
been accomplished last December when the 
deal failed to go through. 
' It is now said that the delay in effect- 
ing the organization has been due to the 
fact that r. Ryan and “his associates 
contemplate a more formidable combination 
than was at first suggested. 

It has been common report for months 
that the American Smelting and Refining 
Co., working under the name of the Gug- 
genheim Exploration Co., has been strength- 
ening itself in the lead market. 

Within a short time it is belleved that a 
company will be incorporated, probably in 
New Jersey, for the taking over of about 
20,000 acres of lead producing properties in 
the counties of Washington and St. Fran- 
cois, Missouri, which have been acquired by 
gi during the past few years. 

is company, it is claimed, will produce 
pig lead and the old concern white lead. so 
hat together they will come near fixing the 
price of lead throughout the world. 

Mr. Ryan is one of the largest holders of 
the stock of the Consolidated Tobacco Co. 
and its allied plants. 

Three years ago he sent agents to St. 
Louis to acquire the property of a large 
independent company. 

While these negotiations were pending 
Mr. Ryan's attention was attracted to some 
farms in the counties of Washington and 
St. Francois, about 60 miles from here. 

Personal investigation convinced Mr. 
Ryan of the wisdom of ‘this investment, and 
he began to buy options on farms as rap- 
idly as he could secure them. 

For some of the farms he offered as high 
as $100 an acre. 


Could Supply the World 
for One Hundred Years. 

Mr. Ryan's total holdings, or rather those 
of the companies which he represents in 
Missourl, aggregate 25,000 acres of land 
rich in lead ores and of sufficient volume, 
exports say, to supply the world for the 
next 100 years to come. 

Mr. Ryan, Mr. Whitney and the Guggen- 
heims have not only enormous lead min 


ing properties, but they are exclusive own 
ers of a wonderfully cheap process for the 
manufacture of white lead.

Memphis Woman on Trial 
for Husband s Murder. 


KEEPS EYES ~ ON WITNESS 


NO SIGN OF WEAKENING SHOWN 
AT GREWSOME DETAILS. 


Expert Chemist Tells of Examining 
Organs of Dead Son and Finding 
Arsenic and Ground Glass in 
the Stomach. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., June 4.—The testimony 
of Dr. W liam Krauss, expert chemist, that 
he found arsenic and ground glass in the 
stomach of Harry Atkinson, son of William 
Georgia Emma Hooks, on trial for the mur- ‘ 
der of her second husband, was the climax 
in the prosecution of the case. 

The court permitted the introduction of 


this testimony, on the theory that it had a 
strong bearing on the case at issue. 

Du ring the Doctor's testimony, a thousand 
pairs of eyes were fixed upon the witness, 
Mrs. Hooks leaned far over in her chair, 
her deep blue eyes never leaving his coun- 
tenance for a moment until the story was 
ended Her attorneys did not interrupt the 
witness with questions or objections until 
the time came for them to question him 
and the cross-examination was brief an 
fruitless. 

The defendant and the witness divided 
the attention of the woman in the court 
room while the startling testimony was 
being delivered. No emotion was mirrored 
in her face save that of profound interest. 
She did not speak to her fins-people nor to 
her counsel while Dre Krauss was on the 
stand. When he left the witness chair 
= leaned back in her seat and plied her 
an. 

Ur. Krauss stated that he held an autop- 
sy on the body of Harry Atkinson on the 
night of Jan. 10, 1902, under a_ written 
order from the court. The body in the 
coffin had been brought to the vault, 
where he and his assistant, Dr. Anderson, 
found it. He took portions of the brain 
and the stomach for the tests. The stom- 
ach was covered with yellow flakes which 
analysis proved to be sulphide of arsenic. 
Unmistakable evidences of severe inflam- 
mation were present, indicating an acute 
gastritis before death, while circulation 
was in progress. He atso found arsenic 
in the brain, but not in as large quautities 
as the stomach contained. 

He found in the stomach also small, 
gritty particles, such as had been discov- 
ered in the stomach of Cerro Gordo Hooks, 
which he pronounced pulverized glass. 

Next to the testimony of Dr. Krauss the 
most interesting event of the day was the 
ruling of the court on the motion of coun- 
se] for defense to take the case from the 
hands of the jury. or exclude the testimony 
touching the death of W. H. Atkinson, 
Mrs. Hooks’ first husband, and Harry At- 
kinson, the son by that marriage It was 
claimed by Gen. Peters, Mrs. Hooks’ coun- 
sel, that the evidence was not of sufficient 
weight to warrant a conviction, and that 
in the event of a conviction the court would 
not be justified in allowing the verdict to 
stand. 

Judge Cooper did not concur. {n either 
of these views. He ruled that the evi- 
denee was sufficiently strong for the case 
to go to the jury on its merits: that he 
would not be warranted in setting aside 
a verdict of conviction, and that he could 
not. in justice to the state, exclude the 
evidence of the death of the Atkinsons. 

People crowded into the Criminal Court 
room today long before the hour for court 
to convene. The largest and most eager 
crowd that has been present since the tak- 
ing of testimony began was assembled 
when Judge Cooper convened cour". 

So many ladies were present that it be- 
came necessary to move seats from the 
rear of the courtroom to the space inside 
the railing for their accom™odation, and 
even then many were covwre* d to sit out- 
side the inclosure. Judge Cooper directed 
the deputies to require men on the front 
seats to give them up to the ladies who 
continued to pour in. 

The morbid [Interest and curlosity that 
were appearane when the defendant firs: 
appeared in court seem to increase as 
the trial progresses. The same faces are 
present each day, and the defendant is sub- 
jected to the same close scrunity. In the 
gaze of some of the ladles present there 
is sympathy, but with the majority of them 
curlosity seems to be the motive impelling 
their attendance on “the trial of a woman 
of wealth and refinement for the murder 
of her husband.

COLUMBI Mo., June 4—The weekly 
crop bulletin from Missouri says: 

The week just closed averaged somewhat cooler 
than usual throughout the state, with less than 
the normal amount of sunshine in the central] and 
southern sections.

In a few of the east central counties growing 
crops have suffered somewhat from lack of 
moisture and the nights have been too cool for 
the rapid growth of corn, but, on the whole, the 
weatber conditions of the week have been very 
favorable. 

In many of the central and western counties 
the ground has been too wet for cultivation, and 
in some districts corn is becoming quite foul, 
but im most sections it is in good condition and 
making satisfactory progress. Much of it bas 
been cultivated the second and third times, and 
in the southern counties some has been laid by. 
Pianting and mee is about completed. 

There is considerable complaint that wheat is 
lodging on rich land in the ceutral and southern 
sections, and in some localities it has been beat- 
en down to some extent by the heavy rains.

Mechanics’ National, in fact, caused some 
comment by its mounting to $327 in the 
face of quite general weakness in the re- 
mainder of the banking list. It sold at

For Fourth National, $339 was bid, with 
no stock to be had at below $3465. 

The most noticeable instances of weak- 
ness among the bank stocks were in Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce and Third Na+ 
tional shares, both of which _ fell. back 
sharply on comparatively light transac- 
tions.. This was, in fact, the main reason 
for their unusually drooping tendency, as 
buying orders were obviously fewer than 
they have been in some time in elther of 
these stocks.

BERLIN, June 4.—Admiral Prince Henry 
of Prussia has exchanged presents with

When Prince Henry’s grandmother, 
Queen Louise, was fleeing from Napoleon 
in 1806, she took shelter one night in the 
dwelling of a peasant. The next morning 
the queen gave her peasant host a beau- 
tiful watch, together with certain docu- 
mentst, which were preserved in this fam- 
ily as heirlooms.

Scenes Like Those 


in St. Louis. 

The scenes in Chicago streets resemble 
very closely those in St. Louls when the 
street cars were mobbed by angry sympa- 
thizers with the strikers. 

Yesterday closed with one of the flercest 
battles between police and citizens that Chi- 
cage has ever witnessed. This clash oc- 
curred on the north side. 

It was after the wagons had been un- 
loaded at the South Water street market 
and under the escort of 50 policemen and two 

trol wagons the employes peoeteces to 

e barns at Halsted and Division streets. 
Most of the police had withdrawn by this 
time and no trouble wage expected. 

It was believed that the number of offi- 
cers was sufficient to quell any disturbances 
which might follow. hat murder was not 
committed is declared to be due only to the 
~ es 4 of firearms on the part of the po- 
ice. treams of heavy truck wagons, de- 
ivery wagons and other vehicles followed 
after the packing wagons. 

The demonstration began before half a 
block had been traversed and the scenes of 
a few hours previous were repeated, but on 
@& greuter and more serious scale. Thou- 
sands of hooting, shouting men, boys and 

-even women follovved after the police and 
packing wagons. a\t every crossing team- 
‘sters drove directly in front of the patrol 
agon and attempted to form a blockade. 


the Scabs,’ 
Shouts the Mob. 


At intervals scores of bluecoats piled out 
from the patrol wagons and with drawn 
clubs or revolvers charged toward the 
crowds. Every attempt on the part of the 
police to force teamsters to clear the way 
resulted in failure. Then the offices would 
seize the animals by the bridles. The drivers 
would strike at the officers with their 

ps. The drivers cursed, the officers 
@wore and threatened, and the crowds 
yelled encouragement ‘to the teamsters. 

“Down with the scabs. them!”’ 
ehouted the angry spectators. “That's 

t, pull your wagon in front and block- 

the scabs. Don't mind the curs of blue- 

ts. Kill them, too." 

uch were the shouts which echoed in 
the sireets from the west side to the south 
. and again to the north side. Every- 
body seemed to ape thise with the strik- 
ers. The battle shifted from the packing 
employes to the citizens and police. 

It was in Crosby street, in the hear of 
“Little Hell,"’ that the most serious trouble 
of the day occurred. It was here that the 

ice were attacked by the mob. Stones 
and bricks and clubs were hurled at the 
officers. Several of them were struck by 
the missiles. 
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fell u the bluecoats, s 
elmets aod bruising them. The man was 
finally in the patrol] wagon and then 
the officers again charged the mob. Again 
they met with resistance. 
It was now a battle between the hated 
poses and the residents of ‘Little Hell.’’ 
en and women swarmed from every 
street, every yard and every alley. The po- 
lice were soon hemmed in. The mob would 
have won the battle. Sudenly, however, one 
of the officers drew his revolver. It was 
the signal for the others to follow gulit. 
Instantly the 50 policemen had their re- 
volvers drawn. Pointing their weapons the 
bluscoats dashed toward the crowds. The 
latter scattered and ran in all directions. 
Then the police hurried back to the patrol 
wagon. The crowd followed and continued 
the attack until the barns at Halsted and 
Division streets were reached. 


Street Car Blocked 


the Way. 
The trouble at this point began when a 
Halstead electric car stopped directly on 


the crossing. The car was filled with pas- 
sengers on their way home from work. It 
Was a peculiar coincident that just as the 
pesepe house wagons aproached the crose- 
ng the current was cut off. It.was said 
that the trolley wire had been cut. A po- 
lice sergeant approached the car and or- 
dered the motorman to proceed. 

“Don’t you do it!’’ shouted the passengers. 
‘‘We'll etay here all night. Don’t move a 
step.”’ 
@ motorman informed the police ser- 
geant that the current was turned off and 
showed this to be a fact by turning the 
controller. Scores of heavily loaded wagons 
drove up and in five minutes Halsted street 
was packed and jammed with teams and 
wagons for a distance of four blocks. 

At intervals of every few minutes the po- 
lice clashed with crowds, pulled teamsters 
podily from their wagons. knocking them 
headforemost to the street, and, amid the 
cries of the angry crowds, dragged their 
prisoners off to patrol wagons. 

Finally a call was sent for assistance. 
Patrol wagons filled with policemen arrived 
from the East and West Chicago avenue 
stations, Desplaines street, Larrabee street, 
Halsted street and Sheffield avenue sta- 
tions. Lieut. Miller of the East Chicago 
avenue station and Lieut. Heidelmeier of 
the Larrabee street station took charge of 
the several hundred policemen. 

A determined effort was made to lift the 
blockade. It only resulted in a clash be- 
tween the a petnigere and the police. A 
terrific riot followed. Trolley ropes were 
cut, frightened horses pranced among the 
crowds, policemen leaped upon the wagons 
peunwed e teamsters with their clubs an: 

ragged them bodily from their seats. Spcer- 
tators on the sidewalks were attacked, 
clubbed and beaten and finally the police 
had cleared the streets.

Mrs. Irene Kemper was shot and killed 
Tuesday afternoon at her home, 1410 Men- 
ard street, by Henry Clacker, whose in- 
fatuation for her the woman had disre- 
garded. 

Clacker was released from an insane 
asylum two months ago. Drink, the orig- 
inal cause of his mania, had brought it 


back in an aggravated form since his re- 
lease. 

Clacker is 42 years old and has a wife 
and three children. Mrs. Kemper was 24, 
and was the wife of George Kemper, who 
is employed as a grocery clerk. She had 
been married four years, and had one 
child, Viola, aged 3. 

The Kempers lived on the upper floor 
of the house on Menard street, and the 
Clackers on the floor below. Since his re- 
turn from the asylum Clacker had an- 
noyed the woman constantly with his at- 
tentions, which she, considering him harm- 
less, had ignored. 

Kemper says that Clacker met him Mon- 
day night, and, displaying a _ revolver, 
threatened his live. He drew his own 
weapon, but was restrained from shooting 
by his wife. 

Going downtown, Clacker sent his wife a 
note. The messenger boy who carried went 
to the wrong house, and in asking fer di- 
rections said: ‘“‘I have to find the *right 
place, for there’s going to be some shoot- 
ing around here.”’ 

uesday afternoon Clacker returned to 
his home and sought Mrs. Kemper, and 
found her with Anna Fleer, a neighbor, He 
asked them to accompany him into the 
next oe. and when they declined to go 
with him, drew a revolver. Both women 
ran, and the maniac pursued Mrs. Kemper 
and shot her in the head. She fell to the 
ground, and died a few minutes after 
neighbors had carried her into the house. 

Kemper was arrested five hours later in 
a saloon at.
